Edmonton will be en fete to 
herald the arrival of Hon. W. L. Mate 
kenzie King, Liberal leader, in the 
capital city. It is planned to make It 
a day which will live long in the 
memory of the first gentleman of the 
Liberal party, and in the minds of 
those who for weeks have been plan- 
ning to tender a reception befitting 
the position of the distinguished 
visitor, Nothing fs lacking to make 
the visitor's stay a pleasant one, while 
offering the citizens of Edmonton the 
opportunity to hear one of the most 


telling messages which it has never 


been the fortune of any party leader 
to be the bearer, 

In connection with the reception 
whch is to be tenderod to Mr. King, 
it {s noteworthy that the ladies have 
heen most prominent in all the de- 
Wherations of the various commit- 
tees, while their enthusiasm and the 
manner in which they have thrown 
themselves into the work of preparing 
for the visit will always be a f¥ature 
of his stay here, 

The arrangements for the recep- 
tiom of the leader will in the main, 
adhere to the schedule already pub- 
Mshed in The Bulletin with the ex- 
ception that the arrival of Mr. King’s 
party is somewhat in doubt, as the 
train from Prince Rupert was an- 
nounced by the G.T.P. officials on 
Tuesday evening to be three and a 
half hours late. 

Party Expected at 9 a.m. 

There is a possibility that some of 
this leeway may be made up during 
the night's travelling, but {t is not 
anticipated that the party will arrive 
in Edmonton before 9 a.m. or pos- 
sibly later. 

Hon. Frank Oliver and Hon. J. R. 
Boyle accompanted by the three pre- 
sidents of the Liberal associations and 
also by Edmonton's most prominent 
Liberals, will be on hand at the station 
to greet the Hon. Mr. King, who after 
breakfast will be driven to inspect 
the government buildings, the unt- 
versity, and other points of interest, 
after which a return will be made to 
the Macdonald, where a reception of 
the members of the Liberal party will 
be held by the leader, 

Luncheon will flolow at the Mao- 
donald at one o'clock. This function 
{s by invitation only; is strictly pri- 
vate, and will be attended only by 
those who are the recognized heads 
of the party in the west. 

In preparation for the bi¢ address 
of the evening, the afternoon will be 
spent in seclusion by Mr. King, un- 
lesw the visitor should feel equal to 
the task of receiving visitors from the 
ranks of the party. No arrangements 
have been made for this period, how- 
ever, and the matter is entirely in 
the hands of the visitor for disposal.

The principal event of Mr. King's 
visit will take place in the McDougall 
auditorium at 8:30 p.m. when the 
Liberal leader will deliver the address 
which has stirred the minds of the 
people of the west, and which will no 
doubt in like kind make a direct and 
forceful appeal to every thinking 
citizen of this city.

JASPER, Alta., Oct. 5.—Last night 
at nine-thirty there was a large crowd 
at Smithers waiting for Mr. King to 
pronounce in brief form upon the 
issues confronting the people. Cheers 
were given as the honorable gentle- 
man clinched his well-put arguments. 

At seven-thirty this morning there 
was also a good crowd at the Prince 
George station, but as the time was 
limited and the G. T. P. special train 
carrying the members of the board of 
arbitration wa® in the yard, most of 
the time was taken up in fraternizing, 
the greeting between Hon. W. H. 
Taft and Mr. King being most cordial. 
No epeaking was done, but those on 
the platform were introduced by the 
Mayor to Mr. King, the latter in hie 
happy, cordial manner, saying a few 
words expressing pleasure at being 
at the town and regretting that there 
could not be any stop over for a meet- 
ing. Mr. Taft said that he would like 
to be on a trip similar to that of Mr. 
King, but he was out of political life 
now. Mr. Giguer, formerly secretary 
to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, is with the 
King party. 

Just as the train was approaching 
Resplendent, the engine struck a boul- 
der. Fortunately no injury was oc- 
casioned. ‘There was a short delay, 
an engine coming from the rear to give 
assistance up the grade. The train 
reached Jasper very little behind 
thne, byt was held there for the 
northbound C.N.R, train from Van- 
couver. 

At this place there was a crowd on 
the platform awaiting the train, and 
as soon as Mr. King alighted, he was 
approathed with the view of holding 
a meeting. A hall had been arranged 
for and all that was desired was the 
hour to be named. This was set for 
nine o'clock and at that time there 
were no seats left, some having to 
stand, W. C. Shovar, was in the chair 
end in a few words introduced Messrs.

rather stereotyped form, replet? with 
words “weakened,” “exhausted,” and 
“prostrate,” but inquirles this afternoon

Swiney family were seriously concerned 
over the immediate danger of the pris- 
oner's death. 

On the contrary, officials of the league 
said they thought that although the mayor 
was much exhausted, “careful nursing"

RIGA, Oct. 5.—An agreement for the signing of an armistice pre- 
liminary to peace, not ‘ater than October dun, was reached itis even 
ing by M. dotie and M. Dombsiic, heads of the Russian and Polish 
delegations respectively. M. Dombskie told the Associated Press that 
the agreement was on the Polish eleven points declaration made at 
the beginning of the Riga conference after M. Joffe’s Moscow declara- 


tion,

The agreement to sign the armistice by October 8th, was reach- 
ed this evening after an informal conference between Dombskie and 
Joffe. While it had not been expected so early, it did not come alto- 
gether as a surprise as reports had been in the air all day that an ar- 
misiice would be signed within two or three days—by next Saturday 


The main commission had been working all day in a routine way 
on legal, financial and economic questions, when late in the afternoon 
Joffe and Dombskie went quitely into session with their secretaries, 
got together on the main questions in dispute between Poland and the 
Bolsheviki. The protocol was quickly drawn up and the signing of it 
by both the chairmen followed immediately.

DEATH RESULTS, KIRKNESS CLAIM, 


R. Embleton Lost His Life on 
Marshall-Wells Building on 
Tuesday 


On Tuesday, a few minutes after 


having returned to work, R. Embleton | 


met a sudden death on the Marshall 
Well's buildine, falling from the top 
of the new warehouse to the ground 


through the elevator shaft, a distance, 


of 140 fect. 

From the evidence collected by 
Constable Shaw, of the city police 
force, who was summoned to the 
scene of the accident, 
pear that the deceased man and his 
fellow wWorkmen were returning to 
work on the higher stories of the 
building after the noon hour, and were 
being elevated to the various floors 
by means of the concrete bucket, 
this being manipulated by 
gineer on the ground floor. 

One of the men going up in the 
extemporised elevator with the de- 
ceased man, stated that all the oc- 
cupants of the bucket got out at the 
ninth floor with the exception of 
Embleton, whose work consisted in 
distributing the concrete on the high- 
est elevation. 

Once he had passed the _ ninth 
floor the man in the bucket had no 
means of signalling the engineer, con- 
sequently one of the men gave the 
signal to elevate the bucket which 
went steadily upwards 

A few seconds afterwards E. G 
Lubbrook. who was standing at the 
side of the elevator shaft, was horri- 
fied to see a man's body hurtling 
down the shaft to the ground, a dis- 
tance of 140 feet.

On arrival it was found that he had 
some nasty scalp wounds. one should- 
er was dislocated and one arm broken. 
He was immediately operated on by 
Dr. Williamson, but medical aid was 
of no ayail. 

Mr. Embleton was 48 years of age, 
a veteran of the Great War, and a 
native of Morpeth, England. He was 
a widower and apparently has no 
relatives in Canada, 

He had been employed on the new 
Marshall Well’s structure for the 
past seven months, and had resided 
with Mrs. Lawrence, of 9636 102A 
avenue.

The change is advantageous 
from the government standpoint in 
another way. Hitherto the merchant 
has collected the tax from the con- 
sumer and then remitted it to the de- 
partment. Under the new system he 
will pay the tax before his sales ere 
made, as he ts required to pay for the 
stamps as he gets them, and to keep 
a sufficient stock of stamps always on 
hand. To the extent of the outiay 
wh'ch the purchase of stamps will in- 
voive, the new system imposes a new 
responsibility upon the retailer, but 
such objection as may be founded up- 
on this aspect of the change Is likely 
to be more than offset by the compar- 
ative simplicity of the new method.

But the effect of thus 
cutting off the margain of unne- 
cessary buying may be wide en- 
ough in its influence to make a 
very decided difference in prices. 

Tt is not necessary to suppose 
that the public have undergone 
any radical change of mind in the 
direction of simple living because 
they are buying less freely than 
for some years. There is a gen- 
eral expectation that prices will 
recede in the comparatively near 
future. The buyers may be only 
jholding off in hope of getting what 
‘they want but do not really need 
for a little less money later on: If 
jthey continue to hold off the 
i\chances seem to be that their ex- 
| pectations will be realized. 


A London Development. 

London reports a strike of a 
lnew kind in prospect there. The 
objective in this case is not more 
|pay but less paying. It is the 
municipal taxpayers who threaten 
to tie things up, by refusing to re- 
ispond to the solicitations of the 
civic collectors. With a view, of 
course, of compelling a modifica- 
tion of the demands made upon 
them. 

The root of the trouble lies in 
lthe socialistic programs of the 
jmunicipal councils, For some 
lyears the borough legislators of the 
big metropolis have been of what 
lis known as the ‘‘advanced”’ type. 
| Which means that their governing 
idea is to spend public money, on 
whatever schemes or experiments 
the whim of a section of the com- 
munity may suggest, and: with 
little or no regard to the conse- 
quences to those who have to pro- 
vide the funds. As municipal 
taxes are’ collected mainly upon 
property, it is upon the property- 
owners that the cost of a carnival 
of that kind falls. In a large in- 
dustrial community the property- 
owners are necessarily a small 
fraction of the population, while 
the greater the number of the non- 
tax-paying residents the more and 
more varied are the demands for 
the expenditure of civic money 
and the dissipation of civic credit. 
In London the process has appar- 
jently been carried to the point 
| where the taxpayers either cannot 
continue to pay, or do not think it 
worth while to hold their property 
‘at the price, or on principle refuse 
to pay. Wherefore they propose 
to quit paying. 

The outcome will be watched 
| with interest in places far remov- 
led from the British capital. The 
world over the trend of things in 
municipal legislation and admin- 
istration has for many years been 
to regard the property-owner as 
a party whose pockets are always 
full, who may legitimately be made 
to pay for any sort of civic extrav- 
agance or enterprise that any sec- 
tion may choose to want, and who 
when he is no longer able to pay 
or willing to pay can be—and 
therefore should be—sold out bag 
and baggage. If the London 
property-owners are going to chal- 
lenge this view of their place in 

he scheme of things their action 
will arouse interest among people 
in a good many parts of the world 
who find themselves placed in a 
similar plight through similar

After passing the act, the dsputy 
attormey general, Mr. A. G. Browning, 
was appointed official guardian, whi.e 
there is mo direct connection between 
the office of official guardian and that 
of the department of the attorney- 
general, the work of the office is be- 
ing carried on under the general in- 
structions of the attorney-general, 
without any additional staff, entirely 
within the department and wihout any 
additional cost to the province. 

Generally speaking@@ the opera‘ions 
of the act have exceeded all ex  wcta- 
‘tions, and found to be very beneficial, 
both in the way of assisting the exe- 
cutors and administrators in their 
work of managing estates and éleo 
protecting infants. ri 

There were at the end of June one 
hundred and twenty-six children . of 
whose estates the official guardian 
was in charge. In many cases thee® 
are in the care of their mothe’s; in 
some cases they are placed im caurth 
schools; one is being trained aa @ 
nurse; seventy are in.p.ivate homes 
lin the province; others with relatives, 
and fn all cases there are from tnune 
to time visited by the inspectors of the 
Neglected Children’s departine1t. 
whose advice and co-operation has 
been very much appreciated and bern 
of great help. 

The official guardian had on hand 
on May 3Siet, last, the um of over 
$111,000.00, over $300000.(0 having 
passe’ through hig hai¢e from the 
tiras the act came Into force. Of this 
$111.000.00, the greater part is invest- 
ed in Provincial eavings certificates, 
$18.000.00 is in the new Provincial 
gold bond loan; $13,000.09 in hosp:tal 
debentures; a further amount In Vic- 
tory loan bonds, and another amount 
in echool debentures, the accounts be- 
ing audited at least monthly by the 
provincial ‘auditor. 

As yet the interest available from 
the amount on hand fa not sufficient 
for payment of maintenance and other 
charges, consequently the greater part 
is favested in Provincial savings cert!- 
ficatesa, which can be realized on with- 
out delay. 

The official guardian is acting es 
administrator (including soldiers’ es- 
tates) in over two hundred estates, 
jana in addition is acting ae trustee in 
one hundred and fifty estates. In 
all, the files of the department num- 
ber twenty-five ‘hundred, and the 
monthly payments on account of in- 
fant beneficiaries average over $600. 

In addition to the cash on hand 
for investment, the official guardian 
has under his control, for infants or 
adult beneficiaries, real estate of the 

japproximate value of $150 000, and 
so tar as poss’ble, where the assets are 
of sufficient value to rant, pay- 
ments necessary to conserve the es- 
tate by way of taxes or otherwise, are 
paid out of the general funds, until 
such time’as sale can be effected. 
Administering Soldiers’ Estates 

No (province in Canada has provid- 

e4 for the administering of soldiers’ 
estates in the way Alberta has done 
‘through the official guardian act. 
{Over one hundred estates of soldiers, 
| who have died leaving infant children, 
or who have been unmerried men leav- 
ing beneficiaries in Canada or in the 
old country, ‘have been administered 
| by the official guardian. in the cases 
of estates of soldiers of a value un- 
der $5.000, not only have all the fees 
of the Surrogate court office been re- 
mitted, but the work of preparation 
| of application done by the Alberta Ie- 
/turned Soldiers’ Commission has been 
{done without charge, the result boing 
that the ‘beneficiaries of the deceased 
soldier have received the full amourt 
of the estate without any deducuor 
whatsoever 

The office of the official guardian

This Temporarily Less Than in 
August Owing to Delay in 
Motor Return 


——— 


Collections for September under the 
new luxury taxes will probably amount 
to the sum of $180,000, according to 
G. C. Blair, head of the luxury tax of- 
fice in Alberta, These returns are 
somewhat smaller than those of the 
preceding month, when more than 
$150 000 was paid into the government 
coffers by the merchants in Alberta. 
However, officials at the inland rev- 
enue department explain that the to- 
tal figure for September does not in- 
clude the tax collected on the sale of 
a popular make of motor car, which 
will not be rendered until the middle 
of mext month. 


Motor Tax Delayed 


In the case of the collections from 
the motor firm mentioned, {t might 
be sald that the price of the automo- 
bile which they manufacture bag re- 
cently been lowered. The company 
Protects thelr dealers for a period of | 
thirty days before any euch decrease | 
in price, with the result that an ad- 
jJustment of the luxury tax already is 
necessary as between the head office 
of the company and the dealers. On 
this account returns of tax are being 
withheld, according to an agreement 
with the authorities at Ottawa, until 
such adjustment ia made. 

It is partly due to this fact that the 
collections for October will undoubt- 
edly be the largest that have yet been 
collected. It Is also expected that the 
closer check that will be possible by 
reason of the new system that comes 
into effect ghortly wiil heip to boost 
the returns for the coming month, 
and Mr. Blair estimates that the col- 
lect'ons for that period will almost 
reach the quarter of @ million mark 
in Alberta. 

Investigations Promised. 

As announced some time ago, the 
department are about to make an in- 
vestigation into the matter of the 
luxury tax collections all over the 
Dominion, as it is thought that some 
merchants have been remiss in mak- 
ing their returne. A epecial account- 
ant will take over the work in Al- 
berta, but the position has not been 
filled, and consequently no investiga- 
tion has been started as yet.
